The fight which this community—and the Desert Sun waged 
against the proposed Guiberson cement mill two years ago will 
be rem em bered by most of our readers. Through the bait of 
prospective employment, and many other misleading claims, the 
Guiberson interests were able to induce voters of the count) to 
remove any restrictions on the Guiberson property near W bite- 
water point. Fortunately for Palm Springs, however, Guiberson 
was not in a position to start construction on the projected 
cement mill— and has not been all this time.
